United States Census Bureau Furnishes So me Inter­ 
esting Statistics Co ncerniBg Marriages—Deser­ 
tio n Principal Cause o f Separatio ns. 


W ashington, D. C., March 21.—Ab out 
one m arriaige in every nine is term inat­ 
ed b y divorce. 
The num b er of m ar­ 
riages in proportion to the population 
¡has increased since 189 0, b ut the di­ 
vorce rate has increased much more 
pidly. 
"the re turn s for 19 16 show 
1,050 m arriages and 112 divorces per 
100,000 population. 
These are some of 
the more striking features of a report 
on m arriage and divorce, covering the 
calendar year 19 16, which is soon to b e 
issued b y Director Sam L. Rogers, of 
the Bureau of the Census. Departm ent 
of Commerce. 
This report was com­ 
piled under the supervision of Mr. W il­ 
liam C. H unt, Chief Statistician for 
Population. 
Div o rce. 
According to the returns, which cov­ 
ered 2,885 counties out of a total of 2,- 
9 80—no data b eing availab le for the 9 5 
missing counties—the num b er 
of di­ 
vorces granted in 19 16 was 112,036, or 
112 per 100,000 of population, as against 
84 in 19 06, 73 in 19 00, and 53 in 189 0. 
Ex cluding South Carolina, in which 
state all laws perm itting divorce were 
repealed in 1878, the lowest three di­ 
vorce rates in 19 16 are shown for the 
District of Columb ia, North Carolina, 
and New York—13, 31, and 32 per 100,- 
000 population, respectively; while the 
highest three rate« are those for Neva­ 
da, Montana, and Oregon—607,323, and 
255, respectively.

This num b er represents a rate of 105 
per 10,000 population, compared witir 
102 for 19 06, 9 3 for 19 00, and 9 1 for 
189 0. 
The m arriage rate, therefore, ia 
increasing, although not so rapidly as 
the divorce rate. 
The m arriage rate—105 
per 10,000 
population, or 1,050 per 100,000— was 
a little more than 9 tim es as great as 
the divorce rate, 112 per 100,000; and it 
may b e said, therefore, that if the J9 16 
rate were to continue unchanged ab out 
1 m arriage in 9 would b e term inated b y 
divorce. 
The m arriage rates for the various 
states 
show 
considerab le differences, 
ranging from 65 per 10,000 in Oregon to 
176 in Montana.
